Department deer specialist, 1. H. 
Bartlett, discounts the starvation 
angle this early in the season. 
He says “these deer may be weak 
fawns which the early severe 
winter is knocking off. Disease 
should not be a factor either, since 
little of it has ever bothered the 
state’s deer herd.”

enclosed. 

A slit was made tn the heart wall, 
over one of the two chambers af- 
fected by the faulty valve connec- 
tion. The gloved forefinger alone 
was then put through the sltt into 
the chamber, and the doctor probed 
for the affected valve. 

When it was located, the knife 
was slipped into position on the 
doctor's hand, with the olade ex- 
tending beyond the end of his fore- 
finger. Back into the heart cham- 
ber went the finger, with the knife 
this time attached. Two incisions 
were made in the valve to allow 
the blood fiow to resume. 

In each operation, the surgeon 
estimated that his finger and the 
knife were tnside the heart five or 
10 minutes. Ihe complete opera- 
tion took almost two hours. 

Since the operation the patients 
are no longer bedridden. Shortness 
of breath. which was one of the 
symptoms of the heart malady, has 
been greatly reduced.

That is the slogan of the 1951 March of Dimes 
which will open here and throughout the nation on Jan- 
uary 15. The four words are expressed eloquently by 
the poster-portrait of a bright-faced American boy 
whose arms have been crippled by polio. He is Larry 
McKenzie, 12 years old, one of some 54,000 men, women 
and children to whom a helping hand was extended by 
the March of Dimes last year. 

In three successive years, polio has struck more 
than 100, 000 people in the United States. In that time 
lysis $8,000, 000 to help them jas well as earlier victims 
still needing care. Since- 1938, the patient-care outlay 
alone has been $94,000,000 in March of Dimes-funds. 

Polio struck again in 1950. For the third consecu- 
tive year, infantile paralysis went on a rampage across 
the nation, striking more than 30, 000 men, women and 
children. 

Before 1950 was over, March of Dimes funds had 
assisted in some measure more than 54,000 polio vic- 
tims in this and other years—at a cost of $20,000,000.
